TWO YEARS IMMUNIZATION 
RECORD OF COUNTY CHILDREN 


((By DR. J. M. MATHER, M.O.H., West Lincoln Health Unit) 


It is often hard to evaluate the resulta of a Public Health pro- 
pam. Many achievements can only be judged in the light of a long 
Aure view over a period of years 
S° mmunistien e ‘against communicable diseases among school child- 
Ten gives a concrete measure of effort and of results obtained. Among 
the 2046 primary achool children in the western area of Lincoln County, 
only 52 (3%), are not immunized against diphtheria and 155 (8%), are 
not successfully vaccinated against smallpox, 

Tn the fall of 1945, when the Health Unit began its work, a sur- 
vey of the state of Immunization among the children in the 42 schools 
in the western area of Lincoln County was made. A aimilar survey was 
made in June, 1947. In these two years the proportion of children im- 
munized against smallpox and diphtheria has been vastly increased.

Thus, practically all the school children in this area have been 
Immigised against smallpox and diphtheria. Of the 52 children who 
have not received diphtheria toxoid, the parents refused permission 
for 45 and 7 are new arrivals in the district. Of the 155 children who 
not been successfully vaccinated against amalipox, there was 
parent refusal for 81, there are 11 children newly arrived, and vaccin- 
ation was not successful in 63. Probably many of this latter group of

Immunization among school children representa only part of 
the total immunization done by the Health Unit. In the pre-school popu- 
lon great effort is made to begin immunization against smallpox, 
ris, and whooping cough in babies at 6 months of age. Since the 
ith Unit began its work in the fall of 1945, there have been 413 
successful vaccinations among pre-school children, 368 have been, pro- 
tected against whooping cough, and 378 against diphtheria. 
‘These figures give some idea of the amount of work being done 
by the Health Unit, The results from many other aspects of the pro- 
gram cannot be reported in statistica. They will be apparent in the 
years to come in better individual and community health.

'$4. In a few years he was putting 
signs in the form of a 30-foot-high 
glass of Coca-Cola in ball parks 
and giving away Japanese fans 
bearing the Coca-Cola trade-mark. 
By 1913 he was giving away each 
year a million fans, two million 
trays, and millions of match books, 
blotters, baseball score cards, and 
paper napkins. Candlers great 
stroke, however, was giving away 
tickets good for a "Coke" at some 
fountain, millions of them.
